OUR  SCHOOL 

With  the  next  school  year  beginning  in  the  autumn  of  this  year  1923, 
a  new  Epoch  in  the  history,  lit'ii  and  advancement  of  the  Hagerstown  Public 
Schools  will  begin. 

As  one  of  the  earlier  members  of  the  Hagerstown  Bigh  School  alumni  il 
lias  been  assigned  me  to  present  a  brief  sketch  or  history  of  the  growth  of  our 
Public   School,  dating  hack   for  almost   a   half  century. 

.My  memory  calls  me  hack  to  the  time,  47  years  ago,  when  as  a  little 
expectant  youngster  plodding  my  way  up  the  hill  to  enter  school  for  the  first 
time.  The  school  building',  a  much  smaller  structure,  stood  immediately  north 
of  the  one  which  you  and  I  entered  so  many  times  for  so  many  years  since. 

This  building  was  of  brick,  two  rooms  on  the  first  floor,  and  two  which 
could  be  thrown   into  one  room  upstairs. 

I.  of  course,  entered  what  then  was  called  the  Chart  Class — now  the  Pri- 
mary. We  were  seated  with  our  hacks  to  the  wall,  desk  at  our  side  with  a 
primitive  pigeon  hole  beneath  for  our  slate  and  pencils.  Our  Primary  teacher 
was  Miss  Sarah  Williams ;  other  teachers  as  near  as  I  can  recall  for  about  this 
time  were  Miss  Rebecca  Castator,  Miss  Nannie  Knode,  Mr.  Hughes  and  Mr. 
Mathers. 

Teachers  in  those  days  had  very  little  professional  training  outside  of  what 
experience  they  obtained  in  the  class-room.  I  am  quite  sure  the  class  work  was 
presented  in  a  very  different  way  to  the  way  found  in  the  class  room  today. 
We  had  very  conscientious  and  hard  working  teachers  in  those  days.  You 
must  remember  the  pupils  of  that  time  are  filling  the  responsible  positions,  of 
the  world  life  of  today. 
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At  the  time  previously  mentioned  Hagerstown  discovered  herself,  and 
found  she  was  growing'.  The  public  school  system  was  being  better  and  more 
thoroughly  organized.  The  public  was  demanding  a  better  equipped  school. 
We  found  anyway  that  Hagerstown  was  too  big-  for  the  3  or  4  room  school  house, 
so  in  the  year  1S77  the  members  of  the  school  board  built  the  commodious  and 
the  then  up-to-date  structure,  which  you  and  I  have  made  our  school  home  for 
so  many  years.  The  members  of  this  school  Board,  1  think,  were  D.  A.  Rudy. 
Dr.  J.  M.  Thurston  and  William  Purdy.  The  building  contractors  were  very- 
much  hindered  in  erecting  this  structure.  Hagerstown  was  very  unfortunate 
by  being  visited  with  several  wind  storms  that  summer.  So  were  the  school 
house  contractors,  for  they  had  to  rebuild  more  than  once  the  partially  built 
walls  which  were  blown  down  by  the  wind  storms. 

The  teachers  for  the  first  year  of  the  new  building  beginning  with  Primary 
were  Miss  Sarah  Williams,  Miss  Nora  Clifton,  .Mrs.  Rebecca  ('.  Day,  George 
Thompson  for  grammar  school,   and    Dick  Morgan,  principal. 

The  first  commencement,  year  1881,  was  held  in  the  Christian  Church. 
There  were  no  public  assembly  rooms  at  that  time  larger  than  the  Melodeon 
Hall,  now  home  of  Exponent,  or  the  assembly  room  of  the  school  building  which 
is  now  used   to  hold  sessions  of  high  school. 

The  graduating  class  of  1881  was  composed  of  two  members.  Incidentally 
we  should  note  that  the  class  for  graduation  for  this  year  1  !!.!:■>  has  a  much  larger 
membership  of  twenty-six.  ■, 

Our  own  Public  School  has  been  a  benefactor  to  every  alumnus.  Our 
Alumni  members  all  have  and  are  making  good.  We  find  them  controlling  fac- 
tories. We  find  them  in  the  ministry,  as  doctors,  lawyers,  educators,  business 
men.  We  find  them  as  privates  and  as  commissioned  officers  in  navy  and  mil- 
itary, serving  our  nation.  We  find  them  as  successful  from  Maine,  New  York 
to  California  and  Washington.  We  find  one  permanently  located  in  a  foreign 
land. 

On  account  of  the  growth  of  our  little  city  and  the  desire  for  bigger  and 
better  equipped  Public  Schools,  and  on  account  of  the  new  and  better  way  of 
doing  things — that  is  the  consolidated  schools — the  citizens  of  Hagerstown  and 
Jefferson  Township  have  found  that  our  present  school  equipment  is  far  too 
small  for  the  present  school  needs.  In  the  rush  of  these  fast  times  we  can  say 
that  our  old  school  house  on  the  hill  is  to  be  saved.  It  has  been  given  a  new 
dress,  fitted  with  up-to-date  equipment  and  will  lie  the  home  for  the  grades. 

The  School  Board  is  now  building  a  large,  commodious,  beautiful  and 
well-equipped  building  for  the  Junior  and  Senior  High  Schools.  We  should 
be  proud  of  these  new  endeavors  and  school  structure.  Hagerstown  should 
soon  be  called  -a  little  university  town  all  of  its  own.  Jefferson  Township  has 
accepted  the  call,  has  joined  hands  and  with  a  mighty  boost,  we  will  have  one 
of  the  best  Public  Schools  in  the  State.  We  also  predict  that  it  will  not  lie 
long,  it  will  be  in  the  near  future,  that  at  least  one  of  our  sister  Townships 
will  ask  to  join   us  and  help  to  boost  to  still  better  and  greater  Schools.

The  school  board  in  service  in  the  school  year  1922-'23  has  had  problems 
presented  to  il  of  such  magnitude  as  to  make  their  work  the  most  strenuous 
in  the  history  of  our  schools.  The  construction  of  a  new  building  and  the  remod- 
eling of  the  old  one,  in  addition  to  the  regular  duties  of  the  board  members,  has 
demanded  much  time  and  careful  planning. 

A  $90,000  bond  issue  was  made  oil  February  24,  1!>22.  to  carry  on  this  work. 
Werking  &  Son  were  employed  as  architects.  They  submitted  plans  which  were 
approved.  Four  acres  of  ground  were  purchased  from  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Earl 
Walker,  a  suitable  site  for  the  new  building.  On  April  27,  bids  for  construc- 
tion were  received  and  the  general  contract  was  let  to  Juerlin<>'  &  Son  of  Rich- 
mond, Indiana.  The  building  is  nearly  completed  and  is  considered  one  of  the 
best  in  eastern   Indiana. 

The  contract  for  remodeling  the  old  building  was  given  to  Allen  &  Sherry 
on  June  22.  This  consisted  in  rearranging  and  putting  in  new  windows  and 
doors,  new  floors  and  redecorating  the  walls.  The  wood  work  was  refinished 
and  the  exterior  of  the  building  stuccoed.  A  drinking  fountain  svstem  was 
also  installed.     All  desks  were  renovated. 

On  January  1,  1923,  Earl  R.  Stewart  was  made  treasurer  of  the  board  to 
succeed  Mr.  Vornauf  who  became  township  trustee  to  succeed  Mr.  Crull. 

We  appreciate  the  untiring  efforts  of  the  board  in  furnishing  us  better 
material  equipment  ami  in  securing  for  us  an  excellent  corps  of  teachers.

This  time  the  course  proved 
a  harder  and  longer  one  than  was  expected  by  a  few,  consequently  landing  at 
other  ports.  Those  taking  this  course  were  Marguerite  Wadman,  Elmer  Temple, 
Edith  McCrachen,  Elsie  Holaday,  George  Cain  and  Florence  Wynne.  Although 
our  losses  had  been  heavy,  our  gains  brought  us  back  to  our  original  number. 
Those  who  joined  our  expedition  were  David  Lilly,  Blanche  Petty,  Douglas 
Pierce,  Eva  White  and.  Agnes  Adrian. 

The  dawn  of  the  eighth  clay  of  September,  1921,  proclaimed  for  us  another 
eventful  day,  for  on  that  day,  twenty-eight  brave  crewsmen  set  sail  still  bound 
for  port,  Excelsior.  During  this,  our  third  year,  we  proved  our  right  as  leaders 
— our  unflinching  firmness  to  dear  old  Hopewell — by  constant  loyalty  as  friends, 
workers, — and  boosters. 

Two  of  our  members  left  us  this  year,  Ruth  Gladfelter  and  Garnet  Yores. 
Harvey  Petty  joined  us  and  with  twenty-eight  members  we  faced  the  oppor- 
tunities of  the  fourth  year,  our  Senior  year.  By  this  time  we  had  gained  experi- 
ence. We  had  found  more  Beacon  lights  on  English.  We!  also  gained  a  new 
captain,  Keith  Farlow.  It  was  witli  the  same  spirit  that  we  faced  our  future. 
Determined  never  to  ''give  up  the  ship"  now!  Only  two  of  our  members  left 
us  this  late  in  our  journey,  Guy  Johnson  and  Blanche  Petty.  Clara  Dill,  Irwin 
Curtis,  liable  Sanders  and  Dorothy  Sebring  joined  us,  and  we  are  now  sailing 
with  a  membership  of  twenty-six.  It  may  well  go  down  in  history  that  this 
crew  is  the  largest  that  ever  journeyed  through  an  entire  four-year  course 
such  as  is  offered  in  H.  H.  S. 

Those  who  understook  this  voyage — weathered  all  storms,  overcame  all  ob- 
stacles and  stuck  with  their  ship  to  the  very  end  of  the  expedition — to  port 
Excelsior — deserve  honorable   mention   here :

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DOMESTIC  SCIENCE 

Tiie  Home  Economies  Department  of  this  school  offers  four  classes  of 
sewing  and  three  of  cooking.  The  classes  consist  of  Seventh  and  Eighth  grade 
of  this  school  and  out-lying  schools  and  optionally  of  the  Ninth  grade  of  this 
school  and  a  very  limited  number  of  upper  class  girls. 

On  account  of  the  limited  facilities  no  advanced  classes  could  be  offered 
and  many  students  interested  in  Home  Economics  could  not  be  admitted  into 
the  present  classes. 

The  Seventh  and  Eighth  grade  girls  from  the  East  and  West  Schools  have 
been  coming  in  to  have  their  sewing  once  a  week  instead  of  Miss  Sheets  going 
to  each  of  the  schools  once  every  two  weeks. 

The  Seventh  grade  girls  are  becoming  very  skilled  with  the  needle  and  will 
wait  until  they  are  in  the  Eighth  grade  before  studying  the  science  side  of  Home 
Economics.  The  Ninth  grade  girls  in  addition  to  serving  hot  lunch  arc  having 
sewing  three  times  a  week. 

The  Eighth  and  Ninth  grade  girls  have  started  and  very  successfully  man- 
aged the  Cafeteria  for  this  year.  This  is  very  useful  and  practical  for  the 
girls  as  well  as  beneficial  for  the  pupils  and  teachers  who  patronize  it. 

MANUAL  TRAINING 

This  department  has  not  had  as  large  an  enrollment  this  year  as  might 
have  been  expected  but  may  it  be  said  that  quality  counts. 

We  are  sure  that  this  department  is  deserving  of  a  name.  Its  equipment 
has  been  more  than  doubled.  In  new  quarters  it  will  be  able  to  offer  new  courses 
where  joints  and  knots  shall  be  no  giants  to  be  feared. 

Very  useful  articles  have  been  turned  out;  dressing  tables,  library  table, 
jardiniere  stands,  pedestals,  hall  trees,  taborets,  and  foot-stools  as  well  as  a 
cedar  chest  and  chests  for  hopes  and  valuables. 

To  next  year  let  us  look,  where  new  quarters  and  machine  equipment  will 
make  possible  work  on  an  extensive  basis. 

COMMERCIAL  DEPARTMENT 

One  of  the  busiest  places  in  the  town  of  Hagerstown  may  be  found  in  the 
little  room  on  the  northwest  corner  of  the  annex  building  to  Hagerstown  High 
School — the  Commercial  room.  From  eight  o'clock  in  the  morning  until  three- 
thirty  in  the  afternoon  the  typewriters  are  constantly  click-click-clicking  as 
students  labor  industriously  for  perfect  copies.  Bookkeeping  students  work 
periods  overtime  endeavoring  to  find  a  solution  to  some  puzzling  problem  or  to 
locate  the  mistake  in  their  cash  balance.  Shorthand  students  throng  in  and  out 
at  all  periods,  getting  information  regarding  some  puzzling  rule,  making  up  a 
lesson  missed,  or  perhaps  re-writing  words  missed  in  a  previous  lesson.  All  arc 
striving  for  perfection  in  their  line  of  work. 

It  has  been  the  intention  during  the  year  of  1922-23  to  surround  the  Com- 
mercial Department  with  an  atmosphere  that  not  only  would  attract  the  best 
students  to  the  work,  but  that  also  would  make  thei  loafers  and  incompetents 
feel  as  much  out  of  place  in  that  work  as  in  any  other  line  of  work  in  school. 
And  this  has  been  accomplished.  There  has  been  no  visible  lack  of  interest  dis- 
played during  the  whole  eight  months  just  finished. 

It  is  becoming  more  and  more  a  reality  that  "the  purpose  of  education 
should  be  to  develop  in  each  pupil  the  knowledge,  ideals,  interests,  habits,  and 
powers,  whereby  he  will  find  his  place,  and  use  that  place  to  shape  both  him- 
self and  society  toward  nobler  ends."  And  thus  the  Commercial  studies  have 
their  place  not  only  in  the  course  of  study  of  those  who  intend  to  pursue  further 
study  along  Commercial  lines  but  also  in  the  course  of  study  of  those  who  pur- 
pose to  follow  some  entirely  different  line  of  work.  This  may  be  responsible  for 
the  considerable  increase  in  enrollment  during  the  year  1922-23  over  that  of 
previous  years.

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ATHLETICS 


THE  SQUAD 

The  season  of  1922-23  marks  the  passing  of  the  mosl  difficult  schedule 
attempted  by  the  purple  and  gold.  Every  opponent  has  been  worthy  of  our 
metal.  The  teams  of  this  district  have  played  exceptional  basket  ball  this 
year  and  so  we  have  not  won  all  our  games,  hut  we  have  gained  in  wisdom  and 
stature. 

At  the  ontset  of  the  season  we  were  somewhat  handicapped  by  the  loss  of 
four  regulars  of  the  1921-22  squad,  hut  loyalty,  enthusiasm  and  hard  work  made 
possible  a  smooth  running  machine  and  difficulties  were  surmounted  with  sur- 
prising success.  Although  we  lose  four  from  the  squad  by  graduation,  we 
have  left  the  strongest  combination  and  best  prospects  in  the  history  of  the 
school.     We  should  look   forward  to  a   highly  successful  season. 

As  faculty  manager  of  athletics  Mr.  Pitts  deserves  great  credit  for  the 
schedule  which  he  arranged.  Four  of  these  teams  won  their  district  tourna- 
ment, namely:  Richmond,  Losantville,  Connersville  and  Mooreland.  Richmond 
had  one  of  the  best  teams  in  the  state. 

The  second  team  takes  the  hard  knocks  and  gets  little  glory,  but  if  the 
truth  be  known,  the  seconds  develop1  the  "Varsity"  and  are  the  real  heroes. 
Mi',  llanen,  the  second  team  coach,  conducted  a  training  school  for  the  "Varsity" 
and  the  first  squad  found  a  permanent  berth  for  twol  graduates,  Coomes  and 
Knapp. 

Although  we  did  not  win  our  invitational  tourney  it  proved  to  be  a  com- 
plete success  due  to  the  officiating  of  two  of  the  best  referees  in  the  state.  Mr. 
Bills  and  .Mr.  Reagan.  Mr.  Bills  officiated  in  a  state  sectional  while  Mr. 
Reagan  was  chosen  an  official  for  the  regional  at  Ft.  "Wayne  and  the  State 
tourney  at   Indianapolis. 

At  the  sectional  Tourney  in  Richmond,  Liberty,  our  ancient  rivals,  were 
again  humbled,  but  the  uncanny  goal  shooting  by  the  Richmond  team  proved 
too  much  for  the  Purple  and  Gold  in  their  second  game.
